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Some Effects of Oleomargarine Legislation 


A summary prepared by members of the staff of Wisconsin 
College of Agriculture and published as a special circular of 
economic importance for Wisconsin farmers. 


federal standards for oleomargarine were described 

in the last issue of this publication. How have these 
laws affected the manufacture and use of olemargar- 
ine? What will be the effect of the new federal stand- 
ard? 

Two effects of these state and federal laws are clear. 
First, they have practically eliminated the sale of colored 
oleomargarine. Second, they have caused the manu- 
facturers to change from the use of foreign to the use of 
domestic fats and oils in the making of the product. 
Oleomargarine has become ‘‘Americanized.’’ 
Production of Colored Oleomargarine greatly reduced 

In 1940 only 26 stores in the United States were li- 
censed to sell colored oleomargarine. Practically all 
of these were in the Middle Atlantic States. In 1929 
about 4,000 stores were licensed to sell colored oleo- 
margarine. That was considerably more than in the 
immediately preceding years and the number fell off 
sharply in the next year or two. As compared to 26 
stores licensed to sell colored oleomargarine in 1940, 
there were 162,434 stores—or 40% of all food stores— 
licensed to sell the uncolored product. Stores selling 
the uncolored product were reported for every state ex- 
cept North Dakota and Wisconsin, but in some states 
the number was small. 

Production of colored oleomargarine declined from 
20 million pounds in 1919 to about 6 million pounds 
during the first post-war depression and then increased 
to over 17 million pounds in 1929. Production was 
— high in the two prosperous years—1919 and 
1929. 


G "teae and federal oleomargarine laws and the new 


After 1929 the production of colored oleomargarine : 


declined to less than 1% million pounds in 1939 and 
increased to 2% million pounds in 1940. Less than one 
per cent of the total production of 320 million pounds 
during 1940 was colored as compared with over 5% 
during the last half of the 1920’s. The decline in the 
use of colored oleomargarine has been due to the 10 
cent federal tax on all yellow oleomargarine and to many 
State laws passed during the 1930’s prohibiting the sale 
of colored oleomargarine. 
Oleomargarine Now Made from United States Products 
Since the first World War, there has been a great 
change in the materials used in making oleomargarine. 
See Figure 1. In 1914 oleomargarine was largely an 
animal fat product. Oleo oil and neutral lard were the 
Principal ingredients. They made up two-thirds of 
all the materials used in making the product and these 
With other animal fats made up three-fourths of the to- 
tal. Cottonseed oil and some peanut oil made up most 
of the remaining one-fourth. At that time, oleomar- 
Sarine was made largely from products produced in the 
United States—beef cattle and hogs supplied most of 
these. 
_ Since 1914, animal fats have been used less and 
‘688 In making oleomargarine. In 1940 they supplied 
19% of all the fats used rather than 75% as in the 





years before World War I. In 1914 less than one per 
cent of all materials used in the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine were foreign vegetable oils. This percentage 
jumped suddenly to 22% in 1917 and to 44% in 1920. 
There was little change in this proportion until 1926, 
but from that year until 1933 the proportion of foreign 
vegetable oils, especially coconut oil, increased steadily 
to a high of 75%. 

The next year—1934— a processing tax of 3 cents 
per pound was placed on certain fats and oils—including 
coconut oil—and during the years 1933-1935 some 11 
states passed laws placing sales taxes on oleomargarine 
containing coconut oil, but not oleomargarine made from 
certain domestically produced fats and oils. 

These laws caused oleomargarine manufacturers to 
shift to the use of domestic oils. See Figure 1. In 
1933, of the materials used in making oleomargarine 
10% were domestic vegetable oils, 14% animal fats, and 
76% foreign vegetable oils. By 1940 the percentages 
of domestic and foreign vegetable oils had been reversed 
with 80% of the total being domestic vegetable oils, 
11% foreign vegetable oils, and 9% animal fats. 

From “Coconut Cow” to Cotton and Soybean Plants 

The federal processing tax and the state taxes have 
almost eliminated coconut oil as an ingredient of oleo- 
margarine. Last year coconut oils made up 8%% of 
the materials used in making oleomargarine as com- 
pared with 75% in 1933. The total production of oleo- 
margarine was almost one-third greater in 1940 than it 
was in 1933. 

The cotton plant and the soybean plant have taken 
the place of the ‘‘coconut cow” as a source of raw ma- 
terials for oleomargarine. See Figure 2. The amount 
of cottonseed oil used in making oleomargarine increas- 
ed from 18 million pounds in 1933 to 174 million pounds 
in 1937. Since then there has been a decline in the 
use of cottonseed oil which has been made up for by the 
increased use of soybean oil. Little soybean oil was 
used in oleomargarine manufacture before 1935. Dur- 
ing the 5 years, 1935—-1940, the use of soybean oil in 
oleomargarine increased to 87 million pounds—one-third 
of all the fats and oils used in the manufacture of the 
product. 

This shift to soybean oil is undoubtedly due in part 
to improvements in the methods of refining. Neverthe- 
less, it does illustrate what often happens when we at- 
tempt to solve economic problems by restriction. The 
acreage of soybeans harvested for beans has increased 
from 1 million acres in 1933 to almost 6 million acres 
in 1940. Part of this increase was due to the produc- 
tion control program for corn. Lard is one of the prin- 
cipal consumer products from corn. Soybean oil now 
makes up one-third of the materials used in making oleo- 
margarine which is sometimes used in place of lard. 

Per Capita Consumption of Oleomargarine 

State and federal oleomargarine laws have practi- 
caly eliminated the colored product and have resulted 
in changes in the materials used in making it. 

During the past 20 years the annual per capita con- 
sumption of oleomargarine has been as low as 1.1 pounds 
(1911) and as high as 3.4 pounds (1919) See Figure 
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3. Per capita consumption was high in the prosperity 
periods that ended in 1919 and 1929 and after the 
drought in 1934. The drought reduced the production 
of lard. This increased lard prices and as a result it is 
probable that some oleomargarine was used in place of 
lard as a cooking fat. 

Since 1939 the per capita consumption of oleomar- 
garine has again been increasing. Consumption during 
the first 8 months of 1941 was 15% above that of the 
same months of 1940. This increase was to be ex- 
pected since the incomes of many city workers have 
been increased by the defense program and in view of 
the fact that per capita consumption of oleomargarine 
has increased in each of the prosperity periods of the 
past 30 years. . 


Oleomargarine and Butter Prices 

The annual per capita consumption of butter has 
been as low as 13.9 pounds and as high as 18.7 pounds 
during the past 30 years. See Figure 3. The low 
point came in 1918. That year the total production of 
butter was relatively small and exports were high. 
High points in per capita consumption of butter were 
1910—1911, and in the depression years of the early 
1930’s when butter production was large. 

The retail price of butter has been as high as 70.1 
cents per pound and as low as 28 cents per pound dur- 
ing the past 30 years. The high retail price came in 
1920, a year of relatively low per capita consumption of 
butter and high per capita consumption of oleomargar- 
ine. The low retail price of butter came in 1932, a 
year of high per capita consumption of butter and rela- 
tively low per capita consumption of oleomargarine. 

There is no evidence in the past that oleomargarine 
has been the important factor causing low butter prices. 
In 1932 there were about 11% pounds of butter con- 
sumed for every pound of oleomargarine and consumers 
spent $15 for butter for every dollar spent for oleomar- 
garine. If all the money spent for oleomargarine that 
year had been spent for butter, the retail price of butter 
would have been increased 1.7 cents per pound. This 
would not have solved the dairy farmer’s problem in 
1932. There is no reason, however, to assume that even 
though oleomargarine had been eliminated from the 
market all the money spent for oleomargarine would 
have been spent for butter. 


In 1937 when the retail price of butter was 45 cents 
per pound, the amount of money spent for oleomargarine 
was equal to 4.6 cents per pound of butter. Even if 
consumers had shifted their expenditures for oleomar- 
garine to butter, the increase in butter prices would have 
been noticeable only in those years when butter prices 
were rather high. The elimination of oleomargarine 
would not have prevented low ‘butter prices. Butter 
prices have been high only when city workers have had 
continuous employment at good pay. 

The Effect of the New Federal Standard 

It was pointed out in last month’s issue that the new 
standard made no significant changes in existing oleo- 
margarine laws and regulations. Since this is true, 
will the new standard have any effect? 


In some of their advertising the oleomargarine manu- 
facturers apparently are trying to give the idea, without 
definitely saying so, that the new standard has made im- 
portant changes. It can be pointed out that the stand- 
ard made no significant change in the regulations cover- 
ing the manufacture and sale of oleomargarine. 

If oleomargarine consumption does increase, it will 
not be because of the new standard. It will be due 
rather to increased incomes of our low income families 
and to more intensive sales effort by oleomargarine man- 
ufacturers. 


Dairy producers can best meet increased competi- 
tion by a vigorous program for the selling of all dairy 
products. Such a program must begin on the farm. 
Here better methods can lower costs and further im- 
prove quality. Methods of assembling and processing 
milk should be reexamined in order to find ways of re- 
ducing costs and making products more uniform. 
Methods of merchandising dairy products can be im- 
proved. Finally, the emphasis which both our gov- 


ernment and the British government have placed upon 
the nutritive value of dairy products raises the question 
of whether the Wisconsin dairy farmer should not in- 
crease the emphasis on the nutritive value of the solids 
other than fat in milk such as minerals, proteiins, milk 
sugars, vitamins and other health factors.

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Problems in Dairy Cattle Feeding

have free access to salt. When this is not possible, 
salt may be included in the grain mixture at the 
rate of 1.5 to 2 pounds in 100 pounds of the mixutre. 

Good quality legume pasture, legume silage, or le- 
gume hay, and skimmilk are the best sources of lime for 
dairy cattle. When legume roughages cannot be supplied, 
lime may be furnished in ground limestone or in bone- 
meal of feeding grade. These may be included in the 
grain mixture at the rate of 1 to 2 pounds for each 100 
pounds of mixture; or, for cattle fed in drylot or at 
pasture, a mixture of 2 parts limestone, 2 parts bone- 
meal, and 1 part salt may be supplied in boxes to which 
the cattle have free access. 

Grain mixtures properly balanced with protein sup- 
plements such as wheat bran, cottonseed meal, and soy- 
bean oilmeal usually prevent phosphorus deficiencies. 
But in a ration that is largely roughage, that contains 
but small amounts of high protein supplements, or in a 
ration the feeds of which are grown on soils low in 
phosphorus, some additional phosphorus may need to 
be supplied. When extra amounts of phosphorus are 
needed, bonemeal is a good source. Rock phosphate 
should not be used for this purpose. 

Additional amounts of iodine for the prevention of 
goiter are rarely needed by dairy cattle in some states, 
but if needed, is best supplied as iodized salt fed in place 
of ordinary salt during the last three months of preg- 
nancy. 

Dairy cows well supplied with good pastures through- 
out the growing season and with good quality sun cured 
roughages throughout the barn feeding part of the year 
are not likely to suffer from vitamin deficiencies. Next 
to green growing crops, legume hays that have been so 
carefully cured in the sun that they retain most of their 
leaves and much of their original green color and fra- 
grance are the best sources of vitamins for dairy cows. 

Calves fed only skimmilk, grain mixture, and hay low 
in green color are likely to need extra amounts of vita- 
min A. Also calves may need a vitamin D supplement 
during the winter months or during the remainder of 
the year also unless they are out in the sunshine for an 
hour or more daily. If the calves consume 2.5 pounds 
of good quality sun cured hay per head daily they will 
receive plenty of vitamin D. A feeding grade of cod 
liver oil given at the rate of 1 level teaspoonful daily 
per 100 pounds live weight usually provides ample am- 
ounts of both vitamins A and D. 

Several different processes for ‘‘fermenting’’ or ‘‘con- 
verting’”’ feeds have been placed on the market during 
recent years. The general plan is to add substances 
such as yeast or malt, together with hot water, to either 
whole or ground roughages, depending upon the process 
used. Heat is sometimes anplied to hasten the fermen- 
tation or conversion process. 


Aside from the fact that coarse feeds are somewhat 
more completely consumed when treated in these ways, 
such processes have little to commend them, for they in- 
volve amounts of labor and expenditure for equipment 
and materials seldom warranted by the results obtained. 

Carefully conducted investigations have shown that 
the proteins of simple mixtures when fed with good 

quality roughages give just as good results as mixtures 
| containing a much greater variety of feeds. A general 
Zuide to follow in determining the adequacy of the 
Proteins is that a ration is satisfactory when it contains 
feeds from four different kinds of plants, provided each 
Plant comprises a reasonable portion of the ration. 
When, however, cows are receiving 15 or more pounds 
8 of grain mixture daily, there is special advantage in 
r using grain mixtures that contain a number of different 
feeds, the advantage being that the appetites of the 
cows are better maintained. 


The grinding of farm grains to be fed to dairy cows 

usually increases the feeding value by 15 to 20 per cent. 

For high producing cows and very small calves the grain 

should be ground. For low producing cows, older calves 

8 and heifers, the cost of grinding the grain should be 
compared with the increased value brought about by 
grinding. Protein supplements also should be  pur- 


A LL dairy cattle except very young calves should 






chased ground rather than in nut or pea sizes, since the 
ground supplements mix better with ground grains. 

There appears to be no advantage in grinding good 
quality hay for dairy cattle, because the digestibility of 
the hay is not increased thereby. Grinding or chopping 
coarse roughages such as soybean hay and corn stover 
reduces the amount of refused feed as compared with 
the same roughage given whole but the coarsest por- 
tions of such feeds are so low in nutritive value that the 
real saving may amount to not more than 5 to 8 per 
cent of the feeding value. 

Another disadvantage to grinding roughage is that 
the dust from ground roughage is objectionable. For 
one reason, it is likely to get into the milk; and for 
another, it may irritate the throats of the workmen. The 
dust is particularly objectionable in barns where high- 
grade milk is produced. 

Feeding dairy cows a mixture of grain and rough- 
age that have been ground together is not good practice, 
because it makes it impossible to feed the grain in pro- 
portion to milk vields and at the same time give the 
cows the amounts of roughage they need. 

When rations are very deficient in calcium, abortion 
sometimes occurs; but such cases are rare. Abortion is 
usually caused by disease germs, and there is no proof 
that the feeding of mineral mixtures will prevent or cure 
this type of abortion. Cows on good rations are fully 
as subject to infection from Bang’s disease as cows on 
poor rations. 

Improved feeding of dairy cows does not, as a rule, 
raise the percentage of fat in the milk. Better feeding 
increases the yield of milk and consequently the yield 
of fat, but it does not increase the test. 

A cow’s test ordinarily varies somewhat during the 
lactation period. Cows that are fat when they freshen 
give milk that tests considerably higher than usual for a 
few weeks; after that the test tends to remain about 
constant for several months, although it may fluctuate 
slightly from day to day or from week to week as the 
result of weather changes or other factors. Toward the 
end of the lactation there is a gradual increase in the 
test and during the last two or three weeks a sharp 
rise usually occurs. The test usually is slightly higher 
during cold weather than during hot weather. 

When market requirements demand that the test of 
the milk of a dairy herd which is receiving good feed and 
care be higher than it is, the way to improve the test 
is through selection and breeding rather than through 
changes in feeding practices. The culling of low testing 
cows and the selection of daughters of higher testing 
cows for herd replacements is the way to improve the 
herd test. 

Though silage is a desirable and economical feed, 
high milk vields can nevertheless be obtained without 
silage or roots, provided high quality legume hay is fed 
liberally. 

Tn order to produce milk of the highest quality, cows 
must receive liberal amounts of good quality feeds. Best 
results are obtained when cows are kept in good con- 
dition throughout the year. 

Though the amounts of most of the minerals in milk 
cannot be changed appreciably by changing the amounts 
of minerals in the feed, it is essential that the minerals 
be adequately supplied in the feed in order to maintain 
a high level of production. Most of the minerals in the 
ration are furnished hy the roughages—pasture, hay, 
and silage. Legume forages are the best source of cal- 
cium. Most of the roughages, however, are not good 
sources of phosphorus, which is best supplied in high 
protein supplements. As a rule, roughages grown on 
fertile soils are much higher in mineral content than 
roughages grown on poorer Soils. 

The vitamins naturally present in milk also are ob- 
tained mostly from the roughages. High vitamin content 
of milk is maintained by feeding cows on fresh green 
pastures that continue their growth throughout a large 
part of the year, or by feeding them silage (including 
grass and legume silage) having a good green color, 
and excellent quality legume hays that have been quickly 
cured.

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Live Weight and Milk Yield 


W. L. GAINES, Professor of Milk Production, Illinois 


During the years 1901-1906 some 
of the then popular 7-day ARO rec- 
ords of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation included various size meas- 
urements of the individual cows. His- 
torically these records are note- 
worthy as being the earliest attempt 
to report size of the cow, along with 
her milk and fat yield. In addition 
to their historical interest, these rec- 
ords have an intrinsic value’ in con- 
nection with the problem of the re- 
lation of live weight to milk yield 
in dairy cows. This article presents 
these early records in form to bring 
out the relation between live weight 
and yield, together with some com- 
ment on the whole problem. 

Estimation of Live Weight 

In this article live weight is esti- 

mated from the published record of 
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Figure 1. This chart shows the 408 


records of live weight grouped by inter- 
vals of 100 pounds together with the 
average 7-day FCM of each live-weight 
group. The number of records in each 

up is shown by the figures in the 
chart. The cross indicates the means 
for all 408 records: FCM—310 pounds; 
live weight—1153 pounds. The straight 
line shows the trend of the data—an in- 
crease of 31.4 in FCM for each increase 
The mini- 
mum entrance requirements serve to bias 
the observed FCM considerably in the 
lowest weight groups. 


of 100 pounds in live weight. 


chest girth by means of a multiple 
girth-weight scale recently develop- 
ed. This scale is particularly design- 
ed to estimate live weight of dairy 
cows within 31 days after calving in 
each lactation. 


The live weight of a given cow 
varies a great deal according to stage 
of lactation and pregnancy, and it 
has been found that the most signi- 
ficant relation between weight and 
yield, as between cows, is manifest 
when live weight is measured with- 
in 31 days after calving in each lac- 
tation. When live weight is meas- 
ured at mixed and indiscriminate 
stages of lactation and pregnancy 
the essential relation between weight 
and yield may be more or less com- 
pletely obscured. 


The multiple scale used takes ac- 
count of age and breed of cow as 
factors affecting the girth-weight re- 
lationship. For example a 5-year-old 
Holstein of 72-inch chest girth 
weight weighs about 200 potnds 
more tham a 2-year-old Jersey of 
72-inch chest girth. The difference 
is associated partly with the breed 
and partly with age. The estimation 
of live weight from chest girth by 
use of a multiple scale recognizing 
age and breed is more accurate than 
any single scale can be. This point 
may be illustrated from the present 
data by comparing the weights of 
the smallest cow and largest cow 
when estimated by the present scale* 
and by a commonly-used single scale 
girth-weight tape:

any large hardware store is recom- 
mended. If a fabric tape is used be 
sure that it has not shrunk or 
stretched through use and exposure 
to moisture. 

2. Use a suitable scale for con- 
verting girth into live-weight. No 
single scale can give the most ac- 
curate results. The common girth- 
weight tapes are based on a single 
scale and are subject to the kind of 
error that is illustrated above. With- 
in an age-breed class they overesti- 
mate the weight of large cows and 
underestimate the weight of small 
COWS. 

3. Measure live weight within 31 
days after calving in each lactation. 
As between cows, this weight is very 
definitely related to yield for the cor- 
responding lactation. 

Live Weight and Yield 

In order to eliminate the varia- 
tion in milk yield associated with 
fat percentage or composition of the 
milk, we shall deal with milk-energy 
yield. The milk-energy yield is ex- 
pressed in terms of pounds of 4% 
milk, designated FCM, and comput- 
ed as FCM=.4 x pounds of milk plus 
15 x pounds of fat. One pound 4% 
milk (FCM)=1.1 pounds 3.4% milk 
=340 large calories of milk energy. 
(Note than 110 pounds of 3.4% 
milk, containing 3.74 pounds of fat, 
has the same amount of milk energy 
as 100 pounds of 4% milk, contain- 
ing 4.00 pounds of fat.) FCM is a 
measure of yield which is directly 
comparable between breeds and be- 
tween cows within a breed differing 
in fat percentage (composition) of 
milk. FCM is directly proportional 
to the amount of digestible nutrients 
required by the cow for lactation. 
FCM represents the human food 
value of the milk in terms of calor- 
ies and also in terms of protein (100 
pounds FCM contain approximately 
3.4 pounds of protein, regardless of 
the actual fat percentage of the nat- 
ural whole milk of the cow.) 

In figure 1, the cows are classi- 
fied by live weight by intervals of 
100 pounds and the average FCM’s 


plotted against live weight. The 
straight line is fitted by least 
squares. It shows for each increase 


of 100 pounds in live weight an in- 
crease of 31.4 FCM, that is, an in- 
crease of 31.4 pounds of 4% milk 
per week. 

It the result shown in figure 1 is 
analyzed in more detail it is found 
that FCM is substantially proportion- 
al to live weight, or to put it an- 
other way, milk-energy yield per unit 
live weight is independent of live 
weight. This latter way of expressing

‘of 16,046 lbs milk, 5516 lbs fat on 81 head of 
registered Holsteins in Class B, Mark Keeney’s 
Overbrook Herd at Essex County Hospital, Cedar Grove, 
N. J., now moves into the tenth and last lap of the race 
for the goal Mark set about nine years ago, when he 
offered to shoot at a mark of a ten-year average above 
500 lbs fat—-an average unheard of for a herd of this 
size. Now with only one more year to go, this goal is 
definitely just around the corner. Here is the nine-year 
record of this herd in the official Herd Test of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America:

From the above it will be seen that the year 1941 was 
quite a year at Overbrook. In numbers the herd was 
larger than in any other year since Overbrook started 
on Herd Test, except for their first year, 1933, but in 
spite of these increased numbers, the fat average of the 
herd was higher than in any previous year except their 
record-breaking year of 1940. The herd produced more 
total milk and more total fat than in any year since they 
started HIR testing. The Overbrook average for the Past 
four years is better than 16,000-lbs milk and above 550 
lbs fat on an average of 76.5 cows per year—a four- 
year average unapproached by any other large herd. 
Omitting their first year of HIR, the Overbrook average 
for the past eight years is 16,022 lbs milk, 538.6 lbs fat 
on an average of 76 head per year. 

Perhaps not everyone realizes what it takes to keep 
a herd of this size producing at this high level year after 
year. To do this things have to be about right in every 
way. First of all of course it requires good cows but back 
of good cows must be good herd management. The herd 
must be maintained in an excellent condition of health 
at all times, cows must be bred regularly to calve every 
year. Such a year after year record cannot be made 
without rigid culling, but it must be borne in mind that 
at Overbrook the replacements for cows weeded out are 
all made by breeding rather than by buying. They have 
purchased no females in many years and the entire 
female herd today is home bred. 

More than half of the Overbrook milking herd of 
1941 consisted of daughters of two sires, Bell Farm 
Suzone and North Star Jim Dandy. The following table 
shows the main sires represented in the 1941 herd

From this it will be seen that Bell Farm Suzone, who 
came to Overbrook shortly after his birth on December. 
14, 1926, deserves perhaps the lion’s share of the credit 
for the Overbrook herd average of the past year. Not 
only did he have more daughters in milk during the 
year than any other sire, but the group of 24 average 
higher for both milk and fat than the daughters of any 
other sire represented. His son, Suzone Supreme, also 
played a prominent part, with 12 daughters averaging 
well above the general herd average. 

“DESIGN’’—Bullseye for Bullphilosophy 

The table above also gives an inkling of the part 
Dunloggin Design is destined to play in the develop- 
ment of the herd. His eight daughters, averaging well 
above the general average of the herd, were all junio. 
two-year-olds and more than half of them were in the 
second or third month of their lactation at the beginning 
of the Herd Test year. To date they have official lacta- 
tion figures on seven of the Design daughters and their 
lactation records—seven for 365 days and one for 330 
days—average 606.4 lbs fat from 16,753 lbs milk, 3.61% 
as compared with a similar average for their dams at the 
same age of 481.7 lbs fat from 14,121 lbs milk, 3.41%. 
The following table, furnished by Mark Keeney, gives 
this information in tabular form:

Sound Advice from Wisconsin 


OME very good advice is given to the dairy industry 

S by Wisconsin College of Agriculture in the article 

on oleomargerine which we present as a feature in 
this issue. 

The article points out that the principle effect of past 
legislation has peen to change the ingredients of oleo it- 
self. It is now almost exclusively made from products 
of U. S. farms and the colored variety is comparatively 
extinct. Wisconsin justifies its proud boast as Amer- 
ica’s Dairyland by taxing even uncolored oleomargerine 
out of existence within its borders. But the Wisconsin 
College does not recommend this as a goal for the dairy 
industry to strive for in other states. Rather, it seeks 
to show that consumption of oleo is not an important 
factor in hurting the butter market. High consumption 
of oleomargerine, according to the figures assembled by 
the Wisconsin authorities, comes when butter prices are 
relatively high—which is during good times industrially. 

The answer proposed is for the dairy industry to do 
a better job of selling the superiority of its products to 
the consuming public. Progress, we are glad to say, 
is now being made through advertising in national mag- 
azines by the American Dairy Association. But they 
would go farther than that. Begin on the farm and by 
better methods, lower costs and further improved qual- 
ity. Carry it on through the assembling and process- 
ing to find ways of reducing costs there and of making 
the product more uniform. There is still too much 
butter of sub-standard quality being offered the consum- 
ing public. 

Holstein breeders will be especially interested in the 
final points offered—the desirability from a nutrition 
standpoint of laying more emphasis on the nutritive 
value of the solids other than fat in milk, such as miner- 
als, proteins, milk sugar and other health factors. Hol- 
stein gospel for years has proclaimed the values found 
beneath the cream line. The emphasis which both our 
own Government and the British Government are now 
placing upon the indispensable nutritive value of dairy 
products, makes it very timely for the dairy industry to 
increase its own emphasis upon these factors in mer- 
chandising their product. Without question, formulas 
for determining milk prices should not depend so com- 
pletely upon the price of butter. 





More Care Requested 


N the Association’s regular space this week, the Secre- 
] tary’s office gives some rather striking figures on the 
percentage of applications received there which are 
incomplete or incorrect as submitted, and which require 
additional correspondence to straighten out. 

On the basis of 77,618 applications issued during the 
last eight months of 1941, of which a study has been 
made, 24.08%, or nearly one in every four, has had to 
be checked back with the owner for one detail or an- 
other. The tabulation has been broken down by ages 
of the animals at time application is filed. Calves un- 
der two months old make the best showing, but 18.3% 
of them are listed as incorrect—and each age group 
shows an increased percentage up to 43.74% for those 
over 2 years old. 

From the Standpoint of the Secretary’s office, this is 
a particularly serious matter because of the added labor 
involved in checking back these applications with the 
owners to get the details all straight. The office is 
working somewhat shorthanded and at best they are hav- 
ing a real struggle to keep reasonably up-to-date on 
current applications which are being filed in large quan- 
tities. It is also annoying to the busy breeders who 
have filed these incomplete or inaccurate applications 
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It takes time for re-checking data, and for correspond- 
ence relating to it. 

The application forms may seem rather complicated 
to the inexperienced breeder, but they are aimed at get 
ting the facts necessary for an accurate record, and no 
one wants less than that. The fundamental answer 
seems to lie in two directions—first the faithful keeping 
of the basic herd records in books designed for that pur- 
pose, and then the exercise of care in setting forth that 
information in the application. 





More Milk from Better Pastures 


AIRYMEN of the U. S. are asked to step up pro- 
duction another 7% above the biggest year in our 
history to meet the Food for Victory program. 

This is a real challenge to the dairy industry, faced with 
a critical shortage of farm labor and some difficulty in 
getting all the new labor-saving machinery that may be 
needed. 

One of the weakest spots in American Agriculture 
is pasture management. Although much improvement 
has taken place in recent years, there is still much op- 
portunity for further advancement in this field. Per- 
haps there is no other one thing which we could do that 
would be as effective right now to meet our increased 
production quotas of 1942 as a widespread adoption 
of better pasture management methods. 

Use of commercial fertilizer will revolutionize the 
productive capacity of much of our pasture land. A 
ton of average fertilizer used on pastures will produce 
about 8000 pounds of milk or 1000 pounds of meat, ac- 
cording to Charles J. Brand Executive Secretary of the 
National Fertilizer Association. 

Prof. R. H. Lush, formerly a leading college advo- 
cate of modern pasture improvement methods and now 
with this organization as Pasture Specialist, has compiled 
a comprehensive mine of information on this subject, 
which we are publishing in this issue, and to which we 
especially direct the attention of our readers. 

The time to make 1942 pasture plans is right now. 





Get in the Scrap 


N connection with the current effort to gather scrap 
metal for use in our Victory Effort, Government esti- 
mates that there are from 1% to 3% million ton of 

usable scrap metals on farms of this country. Inter- 
national Harvester Company now comes forward with 
an offer of the services of their immense organization 
to help in gathering in this great scrap pile. Each 
International dealer is now a collecting agent for his lo- 
cality either alone or in cooperation with local commit- 
tees already established. When a salable quantity is 
accumulated, the scrap dealer takes over to sort and 
process it into forms acceptable to the steel mills and 
foundries. Receipt coupons are issued when the scrap 
is brought in, and payment made in cash or Defense 
Stamps, after it is sold. It is a fine idea carried through 
without profit, and is gaining momentum. 

One particularly good suggestion is that farm owners 
be encouraged to let their youngsters earn cash or De- 
fense Stamps by bringing in the scrap and selling it. 
- other words eo help ‘“‘clean up the place for Uncle 
Sam.” -

E salute a new star in the Holstein firmament, 
W ndunitoggin Design, the ‘“‘Bullphilosophy bull.” 

When Mark Keeney selected this young calf for 
service at Overbrook in 1936, we asked him to write us 
a story on his principles of bull selection, for aside from 
his first herd sire, King Sweet, who had daughters nearly 
old enough to freshen when the bull was bought, all 
Overbrook herd sires have been chosen as young calves.

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Problems in Dairy Cattle Feeding

Flavor in milk is definitely affected by feeds. Ra- 
tions containing ample amounts of protein, minerals 
and vitamins, and which have as their basis large am- 
ounts of green pasture crops or well cured roughages 
high in carotene (green color), usually result in good 
flavored milk. 


Some feeds, however, and many weeds have a det- 
rimental effect on flavor. Wild onions, wild garlic, and 
ragweeds have such pronounced effects that the milk 
may be unsalable. Green rye, corn or legume silage, 
potatoes, buckwheat, rape pasture, cabbage and sweet 
clover also tend to give undesirable flavor to milk, par- 
ticularly if the cows have access to them within 6 to & 
hours before milking. If any of these feeds are used, 
they should be given to the cows just after milking 
rather than just before.

A count of the herd on February 1, 1942 showed 81 
daughters of Dunloggin Design at Overbrook, of which 
23 were already in milk—and so far not a blank. Of 
the seven that have finished, every one produced more 
milk and more fat than did her dam at the same age. 
Six of the seven tested higher than their dams, and the 
seventh fell short by less than two points, while produc- 
ing considerably more milk than her dam. The Designs 
as a group are testing about two points higher than the 
general average of the herd and as junior two-year-olds 
are producing very close to the general milk average of 
the herd. The oldest of the Designs are now about due 
with second calf and should make a substantial contri- 
bution to the 1942 herd average—the average that will 
complete Mark Keeney’s 10-year goal. 


Dunloggin Design, as most World readers know, was 
selected for service at Overbrook about the time he was 
born on the basis of ‘‘Bullphilosophy” rather than for 
the usually accepted reasons for herd sire selection. His 
sire, Dunloggin Woodmaster, was at that time unproven 
with not a single daughter as yet in milk. The dam of 
Design had just completed a.junior two-year-old record 
in Herd Test of 593.4 lbs fat and his second dam had 
but 644 lbs fat as a junior three-year old. These rec- 
ords, while creditable were in no sense sensational, 
There was not a single 1000-lb fat record in his pedigree 
until you get five or six generations back, and no great 
lifetime records, either. None of the near sires back of 
him had an index. To the casual observer, he was just 
a nice, straight, coal black baby calf, from a beautiful 
dam with a lovely heifer udder and by a sire that was 
getting some unusually promising daughters, the oldest 


of which was barely two years old. But Mark Keeney 
said: 


“First select a truly WORTHY family—then breed 
from the BEST in that family” 


“Little Mooie,’’ the dam of Design, was Mark Keeney’s 
favorite of a remarkable group of daughters of a great 
brood cow, known to the initiated as ‘Old Pop-Eye’’— 
the one Della daughter on which Wittig Bros. always 
refused to set a price. The sire’s dam, Lashbrook Pearl 
Ormsby, was probably the greatest of another great 
Cow Family; and both of the grandsires of Design were 
out of great dairy cows. Mark Keeney either knew all 
of these great dams personally or consulted with those 
who did know them before he decided that Dunloggin 
Design met all the requirements of Bullphilosophy. It 
was a pedigree rich in promise but at the time lacking in 
fulfillment by actual records. 


Today, something over five years after the, purchase 
of Design, all this is changed. Now at five years old, 
Design is himself classified Excellent. His eight classified 
daughters, all first calf heifers when scored, include one 
Very Good (highest rating possible for a two-year-old). 
five Good Plus and two Good, to give him a score on the 
eight daughters of 81.25 as compared with a score on 
their dams of 80.3. He is proving himself, as did his sire 


before him, one of the outstanding sires of production 
and test of the present day, either on straight produc- 
tion or on the basis of dam-daughter comparisons. His 
dam now has records up to 855 lbs fat in B with 4.1% 
generally considered as the equivalent of better 


test, 
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than 1000 lbs fat in Class A. In short, he now meets 
about all of the accepted standards of herd sire selec- 
tion and his early and most prolific years were not 
wasted in ‘‘sampling in a grade herd.’”’ 

Perhaps it is partly luck that this bull, selected by 
“Bullphilosophy,’’ turned out as he did—but a lot of us 
are convinced that it was not luck but rather good 
judgment that made Mark Keeney recognize this cal 
as potentially the RIGHT bull for service in a herd de- 
veloped by ‘‘Cowphilosophy” principles over a period of 
more than two decades into perhaps the outstanding 
herd of the breed today. 

The great herd averages at Overbrook are not made 
possibly by a few abnormally large records boosting a 
group of mediocre ones. In their 1941 herd record, the 
top producer was Essex Suzone Barbara, with a calendar 
year record of 817 lbs fat and a lactation record of 835 
Ibs fat. She was one of nine Overbrook cows to make 
lactation records above 800 lbs fat during the year, all 
in Class B. More than one-fourth of the milking herd of 
1941 were first calf heifers and a few were very old cows, 
one with a life total of over 200,000 lbs milk and an- 
other with a 200,000-lb life record in the immediate off- 
ing. It was almost a year ago that Mark announced that 
the herd had developed fifty cows with life records over 
100,000 lbs milk and this list has probably grown some? 
what since that time. 

Overbrook makes no claims to perfection, but they 
have certainly demonstrated the great life producing 
ability of the Holstein cow when properly managed. 
They have to have great cows to make these averages. 
Their cows are not pampered but they are well fed and 
comfortably cared for—and no cow can survive at Over- 
brook unless she has what it takes for great year after 
year production. While the dairy world hails the genius 
of Mark Keeney, Mark himself passes a lot of the 
credit to his two assistants, Neil Lepre and Art Curren, 
and their loyal corps of helpers who keep the wheels 
turning at Overbrook. 


Bang’s Disease of Cattle

HIS trim little 114-page volume by Dr. Conn, just

ers for a practical book on the subject of Bang’s Dis- 
ease control. Dr. Conn, a frequent contributor to the 
World upon this and other veterinary subjects, has been 
a practicing veterinarian for the last 25 years and has 
had a wealth of experience with this disease. He has 
also been in a position to observe results secured by 
many other veterinarians as well as by state and fed- 
eral control officials. 

In rather full detail is given a review of early Bang’s 
Disease control efforts. Conn has long been convinced, 
from his own experience and observations of other 
veterinarians and breeders, that the test and slaughter 
method is far too costly and inefficient to ever elimi- 
nate the disease. He believes that the agglutination 
test does not have a high enough percentage of effi- 
ciency in detecting the disease in individuai animals 
to be the basis for a program designed to remove all 
positive animals from an infected herd and keep it 
clean. Its only value, Conn believes, is indicating the 
approximate extent of infection within a herd. 

Long convinced that vaccination of calves, and in 
badly infected herds, vaccination of the entire milking 
herd as well, is the most effective and economical con- 
trol of the disease, his book is largely devoted to the 
support of this thesis.

The show was a large one, with 
about 500 Holstein entries, including 
the best of some 450 head import- 
ed from the States last year. Laux- 
mont Rag Apple Burnella was first 
in her class and champion, and 
“Countess” and ‘‘Marlene’’ placed 
third and fifth. The three, showing 
together, won additional honors as 
the three best cows at the show. 





“OLD JASA” PASSES 


Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, 
Del., report the death, at past 14 
years old, of their grand old pro- 
ducer and brood cow, Winterthur 
Dad Donsegis Inka Jasa 1286146. 
She was nearly through her tenth 
lactation when she suffered a double 
stifle injury which caused her death. 
Her tenth calving was on February 
26, 1941, at the age of 13 years, 1 
month, 15 days and in the 330 days 
of this test she produced 700.2 lbs 
fat with an average test of 4.5%—a 
remarkable record for a cow of her 
years. 

As a junior two-year-old she was 
tested in Class A for 305 days and 
her nine succeeding records were all 
in Class C—strictly twice a day milk- 
ing. Her ten AR records total 185,- 
263.2 lbs milk, 7,451.6 lbs fat, with 
just over 4% test. The nine Class C 
records total 6,885.6 lbs fat, which is 
believed to be a world’s record for 
official lifetime fat production on 
twice a day milking. 

When her records are all reported, 
“Old Jasa’”’ will have appeared on the 
Honor List 14 times, including five 
times in first place and will probably 
have more Honor List points to her 
credit than any other cow. She was 
the first of the only two cows in the 
United States to make four Class C 
records above 850 lbs fat and she is 
the only cow in the nation to make 
over 900 lbs fat in Class C at past 
11 years of age. Her largest record

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was her next to the last one, calving 
at 11 years, 11 months, 26 days and 
producing 903.1 lbs fat with 4.2% 
test. The picture shown of her was 
taken at the beginning of that lacta- 
tion, when she was just 12 years of 
age, after producing almost 170,000 
lbs of 4% milk. 

“Old Jasa’’ is survived by two sons 
in service at Winterthur, where she 
still has two that are carrying on 
the traditions of the Jasa family.

eleven to thirteen months between 
calves every time except for her 
ninth and eleventh calvings wher the 
period was slightly longer.

600-LB IQ@WA HERD

The Smith herd has exceeded a 
600-lb average for the past four 
years, the last average having been 
made by 21 cows milked three- 
times daily for 328 days.

the relation is presented in figure 2 
where FCM per 1000 pounds of live 
weight is plotted against live weight 
for each cow. 

The straight line in figure 2, ad- 
justed by least squares to the 4068 
pairs of weight-yield observations, 
shows a faint positive slope but for 
practical purposes may be consider- 
ed horizontal. In other words, 
milk-energy yield per unit live 
weight is a fair basis of comparing 
milk yield by cows of different live 
weights. 

The present records have some 
shortcomings, such as short length 
(7 days) and the selection imposed 
by the advanced registry entrance re- 
quirement. However, the results are 
in agreement with other findings 
based on 8-month or 10-month par- 
tial lactation records in both heavy- 
fed and light-fed herds. 

It will be noted that no age-correc- 
tion has been used in the above 
comparison. This is because milk- 
energy yield per unit live weight is 
independent of age and no age cor- 
rections are needed. As a cow grows 
older from first calf to maturity she 
gives more milk, not because she 
grows older, but because she grows 
larger. Consequently, the commonly 
used age-correction system over-rates 
the production of well-grown heifers, 
and under-rates that of poorly- 
grown heifers. 

Discussion 

The following tabulation compares 
the present live weights with some 
others taken from published reports:

The present ARO Holstein cows 
(figures 1 and 2) are mueh smaller 
than those of the Nebraska Station 
(Neb. Sta. Research Bul. 91) and 
much larger than those of the New 
York Survey (Cornell Station, Farm 
Economics, May 1941). The New 
York data represents some 8000 Hol- 
stein cows, including grade cows, on 
New York farms. 

The Nebraska Station Holstein 
herd has gained wide recognition as 
a high-producing herd. It is a herd 
of large eows as the above figures 
show. 

Years ago the Missouri Station 
built up a herd of Jersey cows re- 
nowned for high production. The live 
weight of this Jersey stock (Mo. Sta. 
Bul. 354) is given in the last column 
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above. Note the large size of the 
cows in this ‘:gh-producing Jersey 
herd. In fact, from 2 years to ma- 
turity the weights of these Jersey 
cows are almost identical with the 
weights of the New York Holsteins, 
age for age. 

Do we want Holstein cows weigh- 
ing an average of 1500 pounds, ma- 
ture weight, as in the Nebraska Sta- 
tion herd, or do we want Holstein 
cows weighing an average of 1050 
pounds, mature weight, as in the 
New York survey? 

This article is not an argument 
for large cows. Neither is it an 
argument for small cows. It is an 
argument for making a record of 
live weight within $1 days after calv- 
ing in each lactation an integral 
part of each lactation record of 
milk and fat yield. It is also an 
argument for the point of view that 
milk-energy yield for a suitable uni- 
form period of the lactation divided 
by the initial live weight of the cow 
for that lactation affords a simple 
and sound biological measure of 
dairy development. 





INVENTORY VALUES 


Breeders follow various practices 
in regard to the inventory values at 
which they carry their animals on 
their books. Many large establish- 
ments follow conservative aecount- 
ing procedure, and maintain inven- 
tory at not far above beef values. 
Purchased animals are usually put 
on a cost price for the first year, 
and depreciated in later years. This 
has raised an interesting tax ques- 
tion in the event of sale of a herd 
at current market prices. 

Our best information is that aside 
from the deductions that can be 
taken, the increase over the inven- 
tory valuation would classify as capi- 
tal gain and therefore be subject to 
tax. However, actual costs of raising 
animals should be deductible, which 
suggests the importance of cost rec- 
ords so that a proper figure can be 
established as a deduction from the 
increase realized from sales above 
the inventory valuation. 





UTAH INDEMNITIES ENDED 


Funds for Bang’s indemnities 
under the test and slaughter pro- 
gram in Utah were exhausted in early 
February, and payments have been 
discontinued, according to an an- 
nouncement in the Utah Farmer. A 
calfhood vaccination program spon- 
sored by the state may be inaugu- 
rated. The “t. b.”” program will be 
carried on as usual.

GENERAL 
Fertilize For Food Production 


Dr. A. B. Beaumont says, “Most 
dairy farms can now, in the emer- 
gency, use more fertilizer to advan- 
tage in growing more and better 
forage. Investigation over the past 
20 years have shown that the yield 
of forage from mowings and pasture 
having a good sward and good mois- 
ture conditions can be increased at 
least 25 to 50 per cent and that the 
quality of the forage can be greatly 
improved by judicious top-dressing 
with lime and fertilizer or manure.” 
He suggests that good grass swards 
should get at least 70 lbs per acre 
of nitrogen, about two-thirds as 
much potash, and one-third as much 
phosphoric acid. Good legume swards 
should receive at least 100 lbs per 
acre of potash, one-half as much 
phosphoric acid, and one-fourth or 
less nitrogen. If some manvre is 
used, use less fertilizer. Lime is 
needed in both cases if the soil is 
strongly acid. j

Pasture Pays 

The Middle Tennessee Branch Ex- 
periment Station reports that grass- 
land has paid an average of $15 per 
acre per year for a period of at least 
10 years. An acre of good pasture 
at Marianna, Arkansas, produced 559 
ibs of beef; at Stuttgart, 429 lbs; 
and at Hope, 379 lbs. Starting with 
land too poor for farming, the West 
Kentucky Branch Station obtained 
240 lbs of beef per acre annually 
for 10 years after seeding and phos- 
vhating, observes W. C. Lassetter— 
The Progressive Farmer, Feb. 1942. 
Good Pasture Depends on Fertility 


“Beef raised in the humid South 
under improved pasture conditions 
could come closer to competing with 
Argentina than that of any other sec- 
tion of the United States. We must 
learn, however, that poor land pro- 
duces poor grass which does not fat- 
ten—-we must improve our pastures 
by sowing, mowing, fencing and fer- 
tilizing,’’ says Eugene Buttler, writ- 
ing of his recent trip to South Amer- 
ica.—The Progressive Farmer, Dec. 
1941. 

ARKANSAS 


Increased Lespedeza 

George E. Nichols, Saline county, 
harvested 4,878 lbs of lespedeza hay 
per acre from fertilized land as com- 
pared to only 1,394 lbs of hay from 
unfertilized land depleted by row- 
cropfarming. 

CONNECTICUT 
Ladino Clover Management 

In a summary of an 1l-year ex- 
periment with Ladino clover, it was 
found to be more tolerant of acid 
soils than alfalfa and to thrive under 
conditions where the,soil is too wet 
for red clover. It needs limestone 
and superphosphate, and _ better 
Stands and larger yields were main- 
tained where generous amounts of 
potash were also applied. The minor 


elements boron, Manganese, and 
copper did not improve the growth. 
Ladino clover is less sensitive to fre- 
quent and ill-timed cutting or graz- 
ing than Alfalfa, but should not be 
cut closer than four inches above the 
ground or late in October.—Storrs 
Agr. Exp. Sta. Bul. 235, 1941. 


GEORGIA 
Fertility Important 


Good pastures can be made on 
upland soils, but they must be fer- 
tile or made so and adapted to 
plants used. Good results have been 
obtained from the use of 300 to 500 
lbs of superphosphate or its equival- 
ent applied broadcast every third 
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year, and 1,000 to 2,000 lbs of lime- 
stone applied once in four to six 
years where the soil requires it. Such 
plants as lespedeza and white clover 
respond to potash. Some prefer to 
use a complete fertilizer in estaBlish- 
ing the pasture, says E. D. Alexan- 
der, extension agronomist. 


ILLINOIS 
Better Pastures Pay 

A study by Dr. W. B. Nevens, Col- 
lege of Agriculture, gives new evi- 
dence that good pastures mean high 
milk yields at relatively low feed 
cost, smaller labor costs, and better 
health for the cattle. Important 
practices brought out were proper 
grazing management, adequate and 
regular fertilization, and persistent 
weed control. Grass on fertilized 
plots were grazed more heavily, in-

In addition, the 
improved pasture herbage confained 
nearly 8 times as much protein, 
phosphorus, and caleium as that of 
the untreated pastures.

Four covered only 305-day periods, 
and three were made on 2X milking. 
For comparison, their 13 tested 
dams have 25 records that average 
15588 lbs milk, 565 lbs fat, 3.62%. 
Of these records eleven were 2-year- 
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olds, six were 3-year-olds, five were 
4-year-olds, and three mature. 
Eleven were 305--day records. 
Eight were made on 2X milking, 
the balance 3X. The increase in 
test and total fat production is not- 
able.

Now under the owner- 
ship of Mr. and Mrs. Durkin, Bloom- 
ingdale is preparing to come back 
as a brand new herd in a brand new 
set of buildings to again take a place 
among the good Holstein breeding 
establishments of the East. Mark 
Keeney is acting as their adviser in 
planning their breeding program.

As new freighters now being built 
are launched, the purchase and ship- 
ment of animal proteins in the form 
of concentrated dairy products will 
be stepped up tremendously. Quotas 
have just been raised, 50 million 
pounds of cheese to make a fotal 
of 300 million pounds before June 
15—dry milk from 200 to 240 mil- 
lion pounds—evaporated milk from 
one million to 21 million cases to 
be delivered within 12 months. 

Evaporated milk production has 
already passed the first goal well 
ahead of schedule. Purchases of 
cheese are being made about on 
schedule. Dry milk solids have fall- 
en behind, but with the installation 
of new equipment promise to remedy 
this lag in production. 





IMPORTANT COURT DECISION 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States on Feb. 2 handed down a de- 
cision of great importance to dairy- 
men in a case involving the validity 
of the Federal Milk Order in Chica- 
go. Contention had been made that 
milk produced in Illinois and sold 
in Chicago by a firm handling only 
Illinois milk was not properly under 
Federal control. The lower court 
sustained this position, and this was 
also affirmed by the circuit court of 
appeals. The Supreme _ Court, 
without any dissenting vote, reversed 
this position and held that such 
intra-state products which so af- 
fect inter-state commerce as to make 
its regulation appropriate, properly 
brings them under such Federal reg- 
ulation. This decision clears the 
air in regard to many other markets 
operating under Federal-State Milk 
Market Orders.

Daily average sales of fluid milk 
for December 1941 increased 4.60 
per cent over the same period a year 
ago. In December daily average 
sales totaled 7,071,504 quarts com- 
pared with 6,760,457 quarts in De- 
cember 1940. 


Milk company payrolls in Decem- 
ber showed an increase of 11.09 per 
cent and employment an increase of 
3.21 per cent compared with Decem- 
ber 1940.

the Aged cow class at the 1940 National and which cow was by the same sire as 
Bonheur Rag Apple Mooie (the little yearling). 


In the course of time, there came a little calf from this Wisconsin yearling. 
Of course she had no record and we have always been pretty ruthless on the sons 
of 2 year old heifers. But this little chap had just a little too much class—a little 
too much of that indescribable something to go on his way out of the herd.
